INTEREST IN PUBLIC AFFAIRS

School Matters Particularly Attract 
Them; Change Attributed to Prog- 
ress in Their Education. 

By the Associated Press. 

~ LONDON, Nov. 19.—Egyptian 
women are at last beginning to take 
ar’ interest in public affairs, particu- 
larly in the schools. Viscount Milner 
in his report as High Commissioner 
of Egypt says that no change which 
has taken place in, that country in 
the last few years none is more 
striking than the awakening interest 
of women in affairs outside of the 


home. 

The commissioner added that a 
few years ago it was rare to find a 
mother showing a direct personal in- 
terest in the welfare of her daughter 
at school. All this was left to the 
father, who often had to overcome 
the mother’s opposition to the edu- 
cation of her daughter. “During the 
last few years these conditions have 
changed in the larger towns where 
mothers now visit the schools and 
discuss their daughters’ progress 
with the head teacher,” said the re- 
port. 

This change is attributed by the 
High Commissioner largely to educa- 
tion and he predicts that Its influence 
will be potent on the future progress 
of educational development in Egypt.
